windbreaks of 10 or 15 years ago are disappearing at a 
rapid pace. If Sronent breaking continues the moisture 
prese: windbreaks of trees will disappear almost 
entirely, When this time comes Central and Northern 
Albertas rich farmlands will be a thing of the past. The 
wet seasons of the past few years have lulled farmers 
into a false feeling of security, and the belief that soil 
drifting can’t happen here. It can and will unless steps 
are taken now to preserve the few remaining wind breaks. 
Soil rehabilitation plans of Saskatchewan’s former dust 
bowl, include the planting and caring for new trees to 
provide moisture and wind break porperties. The same 
idea might be given consideration here if a repetition of 
Saskatchewan’s mistakes are not wanted in these parts. 

‘We have failed to mention it yet, but along with the 
treé clearing usually goes land breaking. This, while it 
might be permissible on some lands certainly is not good 
pee for all lands. It ig true that the world is crying 
or more food, ahd wheat is the staple food crop of west- 
ern Canada, but this is no reason even at higher prices to 
break Me ichis not suitable for crop raising. Instead 


it would he. t to leave such land to pasture ‘and run 
eep on it. 

~The above question is of prime importance today to 
everyone, farmer; business man or what have you. The 
whole economi¢ structure of western Canada and small 
centres, sueh 48 Wainwright, in particular, depend on the 
farmers prosperity and well being. If then land wheh is 
the major factor in producing a crop is to be . indiscrim- 
inately destroyed through greed: or lust, should some- 
thing to check it, not be done? 


. In our opinion, and as much as we hate contrdls and 
regimentation, a permit system should be adopted. These 
permits could be-handled by men most qualified to do so. 
In this way a ¢heck could be kept of the land clearing and 
breaking operations, and the breaking of land not suit- 
able to agriculture needs could be checked, 


Another practise which is becoming more noticeable 
in Alberta, not so much in this territory, but more 
to the south is the idea of combining the grain and then 
burning off the stubble. This is a very bad practise for 
any farmer. The ground can only grow crops that 
are as good as the soil, By not plowing back this fibre 
the ground suffers, hence it will only be a matter of a few 
years until the soil will be depleted of humus and fibre 
and will blow. also when nt ng are encountered. 

We don’t possess very much nowledge when it comes 
to any aspect of farming, but what we have observed 
while driving in the country has raised some considera- 
tion and alarm in our minds, By transfering them into 
print we hope that a_word of precaution has. been noted. 
It is to everyones good that steps are taken now to pre- 
serve our basic industry, agriculture. By so doing it only 
means that we are preserving ourselves, In the long run 
is not that a heritage to be guarded,

‘DDT INCREASES PRODUCTION 

Small flies that worry ‘cattle and 
cut deeply into milk and’beef produc- 
tion can now be controlled. J. L. 
Daglesham, Supervisor of Pest Con- 
trol for the Alberta Department of 
Agriculture, says that the new in- 
gecticide DDT spells comfort for 
cattle and doom for flies, _— 

Officials of the United States Bur- 
eau of Entomology and Plant Quar- 
antine carried out field tests with 
water sprays of DDT, and their re- 
sults show almost unbelievable gains 
of beef. On a Kansas ranch they 
aprayed 601 head of beef cattle with 
DDT and compared them with un- 
treated cattle. The treated cattle 
(they received three treatments dur- 
ing a 60-day test. period) showed 
extra gains of 1202 pounds of beef 
for each pound of DDT used. A sec- 
ond test produced 1285, and a third 
2806 pounds of additional beef for 
‘each pound of DDT. 

Every summer our Alberta cattle 
suffer’ geverely from  blood-sucking 
flies, and it is reasonable to assume 
that if they were aprayed there would 
be quicker beef gains and more milk,
